WARRANT 


State of Maine, Penobscot, ss. 


To Henry H. Stuart, a Constable in the Town of Bradley, 
in the County of Penobscot, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town 
of Bradley, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to as- 
semble at the Town Hall in said Town of Bradley, on Tues- 
day, the 25th day of March, A. D. 1941, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. | 


Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the re- 
ports of the municipal officers as printed. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote the salaries of the 
different officers of said town for the municipal year. 


Art. 5. To choose three or more selectmen for the en- 
suing year. 


Art. 6. To choose three or more assesso1's of taxes for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To choose three or more overseers of the poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 9. To choose a road commissioner for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote that the collection 
of taxes for the ensuing year, automobile excise taxes in- 


cluded, be committed to the lowest bidder, provided sufficient 
bond be furnished thereof. 


Art. 11. To choose a collector of taxes and fix his com- 
pensation. 


Art. 12. To choose a collector of excise taxes and fix 
his compensation.

for contingent expenses. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
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propriate the sum of one hundred dollars, or what sum, for 
repairs of the Town Hall. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
first selectman, town treasurer and fire chief to purchase a 
used truck, to be used exclusively by the fire department for 
fire purposes. 


Art. 23. To see what sum the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for the purchase of above mentioned truck. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of five hundred dollars, or what sum, for the 
fire department.

We wish to thank you for the kind support and coopera- 
tion you have extended us during the municipal year. 

At the close of the year, after paying all bills, we have a 
net unexpended balance in our accounts of $2,024.86. This 
fact has enabled us to retire the Hydrant note to the Mer- 
rill Trust Co., amounting to $700.00. This note was over- 
due, and had been appropriated for in 1938, but was not 
paid. In addition we paid Bills Payable to the amount of 
$184.78, which included a bill of $74.58 to Mutty’s Phar 
macy extending from the year 1912 to 1940. We effected a 
compromise settlement of this bill, receiving a discount of 
$47.50. We were also able to do some much needed repairs 
on the Hall tenement. 

The financial standing of the town, after providing re- 
serves for uncollected taxes, has changed from a net debt 
of $760.74 to a net surplus of $1,187.30.

At the coming town meeting the citizens of Bradley will 
be asked how much money they will raise for the educa- 
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tional program. Three answers will be possible, namély, (1) 
to raise just enough to meet the provisions of the law; (2) 
to maintain present standards if above the minimum, and 
(3) to raise enough to insure our boys and girls of their 
birthright—the best educational offering the municipality 
can afford. This is the individual’s responsibility. What will 
the answer be? 


Before making any recommendations, let us look at the 
record. Using the latest statistics available at the State De- 
partment of Education, the average per capita cost per ele- 
mentary pupil in Maine was $41.44 and the average per 
secondary school pupil was $65.08. Your cost per secondary 
school pupil is only 48 cents below the average for the 
State but the per capita cost for each elementary school 
pupil is $6.05 below the State average. When we consider 
that only eight other states in the nation devote as small a 
proportion of their expenditures to education as we do in 
Maine, the average for the State is a low figure. } 


This year it was necessary to pay more money in order 
to get a grammar school principal. To do this on the ap- 
propriation we had, it was necessary to combine the posi- 
tion of principal and janitor. This is not a satisfactory ar- 
rangement, should not be necessary, and should not be con- 
tinued. Your principal should be free to devote all of his 
time to school work and should receive a fair salary for 
doing it. We recommend an appropriation of $3,000.00 for 
common schools in order that these conditions can be. 
changed. 


For textbooks we recommend an appropriation of 
$150.00. 

The supplies account, which includes lights and water, 
should have an appropriation of $250.00 (lights and water 
alone cost $56.02 this year). 

For secondary tuition we recommend an appropriation 
of $1,100.00. 

In order to paint the village building, repair the win- 
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dows and frames, and provide for general maintenance re- 


pairs, we recommend an appropriation of $400.00. 


If the schools are consolidated, the State will match any 
amount up to $500.00 for the purchase of movable desks 
for all rooms in the village building. The total cost of such 
equipment would be approximately $1,000.00. We need the 
equipment and recommend that we raise $500.00 to be 


matched by the State.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Bradley: 


I herewith submit my second annual report of the prog- 
ress, condition, and needs of the schools of the Town of 
Bradley as required by the law of the State. 

The school year 1940-41 opened on September 3, 1940, 
with the following teachers: 


Village School: Charles L. Grant, principal, grades 6, 7 
and 8; Anna B. Clemons, grades 3, 4 and 5; Alice A. Mil- 
ler, sub-primary, grades 1 and 2. 


Blackman School: Marjorie A. Cram, all grades. 


The attendance at the village school has been exception- 
ally good this year but there have been far too many ab- 
sences at the Blackman school. Parents should realize that 
they must send their boys and girls to school regularly if 
they expect them to do satisfactory work. It is unfair to 
both pupils and teachers to keep pupils out of school when 
it is not absolutely necessary. 


This year a testing program was started which, if fol- 
lowed, will provide a complete record of the ability and 
progress of each pupil. This record will be kept on the. 
permanent record cards and will provide the high schools 
with information that will be very valuable in carrying out 
their pupil guidance programs. 

Four teachers’ meetings have been held this year. At the © 
last meeting the Bradley and Milford teachers entertained. 
They invited as their guests all teachers and committee 
members in this Union. Dr. Payson Smith was the guest 
speaker. 

Surplus fruit has been furnished to the schools but there 
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were not enough pupils conveyed to make a hot lunch pro- 
gram practicable. 


MAINTENANCE 


This year the interior of the grammar school was re- 
decorated, making the room lighter and much more attrac- 
tive. The boiler was repaired and the job seems to be prov- 
ing satisfactory. There was a bad crack in the casting, 
which necessitated the application of a metal patch. 

The exterior of the village building needs to be painted to 
protect it from the weather and to add to its appearance. 
This is something which needs to be considered carefully 
when voting an appropriation for repairs. 


LOOKING FORWARD 


The citizens of Bradley face the alternative of employing 
an extra teacher at the village school or consolidating their 
schools. There are forty-two pupils in the grammar room, 
which has room for about thirty pupils. It-is extremely difs 
ficult for any teacher to accomplish what he would like to 
accomplish, and what the citizens have a right to expect of 
him, under present conditions. With only three teachers in 
the building it is not easy to equalize the teaching load and 
consequently the conditions have to be tolerated. 

This year you have av opportunity to decide what should 
be done. The situation can be corrected but it will be 
necessary to appropriate the money with which to do it. 

After giving the problem much thought and considera- 
tion, I recommend the following program as being most 
practical and economical: ; 

1. A consolidation of all schools by making use of the 
fourth room in the village building. | 

2. The purchase of movable desks for all rooms. This 
would make it very easy to make adjustments for varying 
enrollments in each room, make any room available for 
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social gatherings, provide space for carrying out a lunch 
program, and provide the pupils with desks that are ad- 
justable. 


Your costs for conveyance will be higher next year, even 
under the present setup. Under the present law, the State 
pays one-half the cost of conveyance up to $100.00 when 
a school and the pupils are conveyed. This, plus the Sav- 
ing in janitor service, fuel, lights, and general maintenance, 
should make up for the added cost of conveyance. 


The Commissioner of Education has agreed to pay half 
the cost up to $500.00 for the purchase of new desks if the 
schools are consolidated. This would come as a special 
project fund and is only available when a satisfactory plan 
of consolidation has been submitted. This is an oppor- 
tunity to purchase enough new desks for every room if the 
town raises $500.00 as their share. 


The W. P. A. will write up a lunch project when there 
are twenty-five or more pupils carrying lunches and where 
there are facilities for preparing the lunch. It is possible to 
obtain the necessary food products through the Division of 
Commodity Distribution. There is no reason why Bradley 
could not receive the benefits of this generous offer. 


As I see it, the alternative plan would be to continue 
your two schools and provide an extra teacher at the vil- 
lage. This would be much more expensive and would not 
provide the advantages possible through consolidation. 


Our primary consideration must be the welfare of our 
boys and girls. We should insure them of the best possible 
education at a cost we can afford to pay.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Citizens of Bradley: 

Following is the report of my work as Health Officer and 
School Physician for the year ending 1941: 

Examinations have been made of pupils in both Blackman 
and the Village schools. There have been a few cases of 
mumps, also about the same proportion of grippe or in- 
fluenza as other places have had. 

This past year a clinic was held for vaccinating all who 
wished, against smallpox, including pre-school, school and 
adults. So far as learned, practically all were successful 
“‘takes.’’. We hope, in the near future, to arrange for more 
vaccinations. 

Hearing of the pupils in the five upper grades was tested 
this year by audiometer, showing all but one or two to be 
in satisfactory condition. 

The annual diagnostic tuberculosis clinic was held in the 
late spring. Pupils attending high school, as well as quite 
a number of tuberculosis contacts, were skin-tested for 
tuberculosis infection, and x-rays taken of all showing 
positive tests. 

The usual care has been taken of the milk and water 
supply. 

The same quiet campaign for the control of syphilis and 
. gonorrhea has been carried on. With the large defense 
program now being undertaken by the government, it is | 
necessary that a very thorough understanding of this situa- 
tion be had by all, but more especially by those who may go 
into some branch of the service. 

It has been a pleasure to work in this community, and I 
am glad of this opportunity to thank all for the cooperation 
given me.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


FOR THE YEAR 1940-41 


Physical examination by the school physician, Dr. How- 
ard L. Jackson, on 106 pupils of both schools showed the 
following conditions. There were 28 defects on 27 pupils— 
throat 21, eyes 2, vision 3, hair 2; corrections, vision 1, 
skin 1. 

Dental examination by Dr. Libby on 111 gave 35 dental 
certificates; 76 having defects, 32 for cleaning, 59 for 
fillings and 30 for extractions. Blackman school had one 
dental clinic. There have been 4 dental corrections, making 
total of 39 dental certificates. 

Pupils from third to eighth grades were given audiometer 
hearing tests, 61 were tested, two showing definite hear- 
ing loss. 

All high school pupils were offered opportunity for tuber- 
culin skin testing and x-rays as indicated, also previous 
positive cases that have been in the clinic right along. 
Special attention was given to all seniors who had ever 
been x-rayed to be sure of their condition before leaving 
school. Several contacts also were given this clinic service. 

Vaccination was offered to any in town desiring it; there 
was 1 preschool, 73 grammar school, 18 high school and 3 
adults who took this vaccination against smallpox. In the 
school examination practically all were successful. 

There is very little work here for the Crippled Children’s 
Service, but there was one operation and one child is lyweing 
followed both at the clinic and exercise center. 

The cooperation and courtesies extended me this year 
have been very much appreciated.

RECOMMENDED BUDGET 1942-43 
To the Citizens of Bradley: 


This budget has been prepared with a view of not only main- 
taining our responsibility to the boys and girls of Bradley in 
providing a satisfactory educational program, but also with a 
view of restricting the cost of the educational facilities to a mini- 
mum consistent with present educational needs. 

Our tuition bill next June will be approximately $1,000.00 
more than it was last year. This increase is due to an advance 
in tuition costs at Old Town where the majority of our boys and 
girls attend high school and to the fact that we have twelve more 
pupils attending high school this year. There are thirty-five 
pupils going to Old Town High, three to Brewer High, three to 
John Bapst, and one to Higgins. 

We recommend that the school building be painted and re- 
paired this year. To neglect this work any longer will mean 
a much more expensive job. The budget figures are based upon 
present costs of labor and materials.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Bradley: 


I herewith submit my third annual report of the progress, 
condition, and needs of the schools of the Town of Bradley, as 
required by the law of the State. 

The school year 1941-42 opened on September 8, 1941, with 
the following teahers: 

Charles L. Grant, Principal, grades 7 and 8. 

Anna B. Clemons, grades 4, 5 and 6. 

Marjorie A. Gram, grades 2 and 3. 

Alice M. Johnson, sub-primary and grade 1. 

Mr. Grant resigned at the end of the third week to accept a 
position as instructor of manual training at Norridgewock High 
School. Mr. Roger F. Luce was elected principal to succeed 
Mr. Grant and assumed his duties on September 29. 

The pupils in Bradley have made muck’ better progress this 
year. By opening the other room in the Village School it has 
been possible to assign only two grades to a teacher except in 
Mrs. Clemon’s xoom where there are three grades. The conges- 
tion in the grammar room has been relieved with the result that 
the pupils have been able to do much better work. 

The conveyance of pupils by bus has worked out quite satis- 
factorily and avoids the long waits necessary when several trips 
have to be made by a small vehicle. Fortunately busses have a — 
priority rating on tires whereas vehicles having a seating ca- 
pacity of less than ten cannot get a priority rating. 

Last May the Stanford Achievement Test was given to the 
pupils in the middle grades. The tests were corrected during 
the summer vacation and the results tabulated. The profile 
charts show the achievement of each pupil in all subjects and 
have served as a guide in strengthening the school program 
where weaknesses were indicated. I am confident that the 
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follow-up test to be given this Spring will show that many weak- 
nesses have been eliminated. 

The testing program has indicated a weakness in the English 
curriculum of the upper grades. Last year we began to articu- 
late our program with that of the junior high school by provid- 
ing the eighth grade with the same series of textbooks as are 
used in Old Town. ‘This year the articulation was completed by 
purchasing new books for the seventh grade. 

As the majority of our boys and girls attend the junior and 
senior high schools in Old Town, it seems advisable to plan the 
work in grades seven and eight so that our pupils will have the 
same courses as are being offered in the junior high school. With 
this in mind, we are now offering the same course in elementary 
science as is offered in Old Town. The course has been popu- 
lar with the students and will be a great help to them when they 
continue their work in science in grade nine. 

The purchase of one hundred new desks for the building has 
added much to the appearance of the rooms and provides the 
best possible form of seating for the pupils. I recommend that 
twenty more desks be purchased so that all pupils will have the 
advantages offered by the new desks. These desks could be 
purchased from funds received if and when the town decides to 
sell the Blackman building. | 

Through the cooperation of the citizens, teachers, town off-— 
elals, the Division of Commodity Distribution, and the WPA 
it has been possible to operate a very successful lunch project 
for the Bradley school. This project is considered to be one 
of the best in this section and offers a complete noon meal to all 
pupils who are conveyed or who are recommended by the school 
physician. 


MAINTENANCE 
This year the interior of the intermediate room was painted 
and all rooms were very carefully cleaned. New grates were 
installed in the furnace and a leak in one of the radiators was 
repaired. $96.50 was transferred from the Repairs Account to 
the Special Project Account. 
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The school building needs to be repaired and painted now. 
The committee procured the services of a competent contractor 
to make an estimate on the cost of repairs that must be made 
within a short time. These figures are presented in the recom- 
mended budget. 


FINANCE 


The budget for this year is larger than for last year due to an 
increase in the number of pupils attending high school; because 
of much needed repairs on the school building; due to the neces- 
sary adjustment in salaries; and because of the general increase 
in the cost of all supplies. 


The town received $500.00 from the State this year to match 
the $500.00 raised by the town for the purchase of new desks. 
Next December the town will receive $100.00 because of closing 
the Blackman building. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


No one knows what the future holds in store for us but we 
do know that the enemy will do all they can to demoralize the 
civilian population. We do not anticipate the use of high ex- 
plosive bombs in residential areas but we may expect their use 
on important targets such as large factories and power sites. 
Bradley is located near such a factory and power site and some 
precautions should be taken. 


_ All windows in the corridors have been screened on the inside _ 
to provide some shelter for the pupils; containers of sand with 
shovels and pails for combating incendiary bombs have been 
provided; an air raid warning signal has been installed; the Fire 
fighting equipment in the building has been placed in proper 
condition; first aid materials are provided; and the teachers are 
preparing a program of what to do in case of anattack. Further 
precautions will be taken when recommended by the chairman 
of the local Civilian Defense Organization.

Serge aM Bh Asks) 
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Report of Health Officer 


To the Citizens of Bradley: 


The work of the Health Officer and School Physician has been 
carried on as usual during the year of 1941 and 1942. 

The examination of the school children has been made, as in 
former years. We are not getting quite as many corrections as 
we would like to see with the increased employment, though we 
realize this may take a little while to get started. 

We are facing a greater need all over the country for better 
control of the communicable diseases of syphillis and gonor- 
rhea, due to war conditions. It is the duty of every one to help 
keep these two diseases at a minimum by prompt care as well as 
follow-up of all contacts and sources. 

Bradley pupils in high school, whose parents were desirous of 
it, were given the skin test for tuberculosis and positive reactors 
were given chest X-rays. The State Department of Health 
furnishes the skin test free, but expects all those who possibly 
can to pay the dollar charge, or a portion of it, if they cannot 
afford the regular price. This clinic will be held again this com- 
ing spring. 

There has not been any immunization clinic this past year, 
but plans will be made for immunizing against diphtheria as well 
as vaccinating for smallpox. These measures are being brought 
to the fore especially as health defense measures, and it is hoped 
that all those who did not avail themselves of the opportunity 
at the last clinic will do so this year. 

There has been an epidemic of whooping cough among the 
children in the lower grades. 

Water and milk conditions have been looked after as usual. 

May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation for 
the splendid cooperation given by all.

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


FOR THE YEAR 1941-42 


Pupils in the school were given dental examination by Dr. 
Lewis 8. Libby. Of the 108 pupils seen 29 received dental cer- 
tificates, 79 had defects;—18 for cleaning, 6! for filling, 49 for 
examination. 

Dr. Howard L. Jackson examined 112 pupils, who had defects 
as follows:—eye 1, vision 7, nose 1, tonsils 13, scalp 7. Cor- 
rections were 4 vision, 2 tonsil, 2 adenoid, 2 dental, 1 scalp. 

There were no immunization clinics last year, but plans are 
being made for some in the near future as a part of our Nation- 
al Defense work. 

The children under the Crippled Children’s Service received 
the necessary supervision, two have moved away and are being 
cared for in other districts. 

The Early Diagnosis work was carried out as usual in the 
High School, with skin tests and chest X-ray for those desiring 
it, and the contacts were also supervised. 

It is now planned to start a class in Home Nursing in the very 
near future. This is also a part of the National Defense pro- 
gram. ‘ 

Again I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation 
always extended me in my work in the community.

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Auditor’s Report 


March 12, 1942. 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Bradley: 


In accordance with instructions from your Board of Select- 
men I examined the books and accounts of the Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, and Tax Collector for the municipal year ended March 4, 
1942. The results of this audit are shown in the following ex- 
hibits and schedules: 

Exhibits— Gomparative Balance Sheet, Report of Treasurer, 
Report of Tax Collector, and Statement of Appropriation Ac- 
counts. 

Schedules—Trust Funds, Notes Payable, and Analysis of 
Change in Surplus. 

Cash balance amounting to $2358.26 consists of a checking 
account in the Merrill Trust Company of $2358.28 reconciled 
with the bank. This gives an unaccounted overage in the cash 
account of two cents. 

The uncollected balances of taxes, tax liens and tax deeds 
amount to $4892.40 as compared with $5639.37 a year ago. This 
is a reduction of $746.97. It is to be noted that a reserve was 
set up last year against the tax and tax lien balances and should 
be sufficient to compensate for uncollectible amounts. 

The Accounts Receivable consists only of one item of 48 cents 
due from Kenneth Coulter caused from tax adjustment in the 
tax lien account. However, there is a further amount due from 
the State for pauper supplies as shown in the overdrafts amount- 
ing to $117.08. 

Food Stamps amounting to $150.00 were verified from actual 
count of cash and stamps on hand. 

The Trust Funds appearing in detail in Schedule 1 were veri- 
fied with the various banks and actual examination of the se- 
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curities. The interest only derived from these funds have been 
expended during the year and according to the purpose of the 
trust. 

The Notes Payable amounting to $3158.50 are listed in de- 
tail in Schedule 2. No direct verification was made of these 
items. 

The Surplus of the Town which now amounts to $4908.66 
is an increase during the year of $3721.36 as analyzed in detail 
in Schedule 3. 

With the above mentioned exceptions, the balance sheet to 
the best of my knowledge and belief, reflects the true financial 
condition of the Town as at March 4, 1942.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


~ 


T’o the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Bradley: 


I herewith submit my f ourth annual report of the progress, 
condition, and needs of the schools of the Town of Bradley as 
required by the law of the State. - 


The school year 1942-43 opened on Baptentber 8, 1942, with 
the following teachers: 


Roger F. Luce, Principal, grades 7 and 8. 
Anna B. Clemons, grades 5 and 6. 
Marjorie A. Cram, grades 2, 3, and 4. 
Viola E. Rand, Ss and grade 1. 


The progress of the pupils in the Bradley schools can be meas- 
ured in part by the excellent results achieved by the members 
of the graduating class last spring when-they took the standard 
examination for entrance into high school. A total of ninety- 
_ two pupils in union ninety took the test. A Bradley pupil re- 
ceived the highest score and out of the ten receiving highest 
scores, five were from Bradley. This is one indication that 
your boys and girls are being well Lear for the work of the 
high schools. 


Miss Villa Hayden from the State Daphrnent of Education 
visited the schools in October and started a course in Music. 
New music books were purchased and very satisfactory results 
are being achieved. We hope to continue the work in music and * 
to improve the course each year. 


New health books were provided for ‘the upper See this 
year and the series of new spelling books was completed. Next 
year the series of health books should be extended down through | 

the grades. © 
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SCHOOLS AT WAR 


The Bradley schools were very active in the scrap drive and 
all rooms are participating in the purchase of War Bonds and 
Stamps. 


A total of five rationing registrations have been conducted by 
the teachers with the able assistance of volunteer registrars. 
A brief summary of the work done at. these registrations will 
serve to show the importance of one contribution of the schools 
to the war effort:

With all of the additional duties brought about by the war, 
the schools have not lost sight of the fact that the primary func- 
tion of the schools is the education of our children. This is 
doubly important now when so much depends upon the ability 
of our citizens to plan for the future peace as well as to win the 
-present war. 


MAINTENANCE 


On April 27, 1942 the following bids were received for repair- 
ing the Bradley building: Cyrus Howland $1344.00; Peter P. 
Carey $1138.00. As Allen Spruce did not submit a bid but had 
previously agreed to do the repair work and apply one coat of 
paint to the building for $994.00, it was voted to award the 
contract to him if he would do the complete job for $1134. 00. 
When Mr. Spruce declined to accept the job at the above figure, 
the contract was awarded to Peter P. Carey at $1138.00.

When the contractor did not live up to his agreement, work 
on the project was stopped until the proper materials and work- 
manship should be furnished. Every effort was made to have 
the contractor replace the defective materials and do the job in a 
satisfactory manner. When all efforts failed, two competent 
building contractors were called in to appraise the value of the 
materials and workmanship furnished. The only acceptable 
materials and workmanship were the clapboards and the labor 
of putting them on. The contractor was requested to attend in 
person or send a representative to the several meetings which’ 
were held, but ignored the notifications, and did nothing to- 
ward completing the job. The town’s attorney made several at- 
tempts to get the contractor to fulfill the contract but was un- 
successful. It was finally decided to have the work done and 
to notify Mr. Carey to come and get the materials which he 
himself admitted were not satisfactory. 

Much credit is due your school committee and selectmen for 
the admirable way in which they worked together to settle this 
matter and for their insistance that the rights of the taxpayers 
be protected. 

The roof of the boiler room was rebuilt and new windows of 
approved quality have been installed. The paint has been pur- 
chased and the balance in the repairs account plus the small 
appropriation recommended should be sufficient to complete the 
job in a satisfactory manner and to care for minor repairs. 2 

Your attention is called to the unsatisfactory condition of the 
heating plant. It has been patched in three places but there is 
the possibility that it will develop other leaks which cannot be 
repaired. It is hoped that it will not be necessary to replace the - 
boiler this year as there is no provision in the budget for this. 
item. 


FINANCE 


The town of Bradley is now eligible for an allocation from 
the state equalization fund. We should receive approximately 
$115.00 from this fund next December. .

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Report of Health Officer 
FOR THE YEAR 1942-1943 ae 


To the Citizens of Bradley: 


The Annual Report of the Health Officer and School Physician 
is hereby submitted: | 

Routine physical examinations have been given the school 
children, as usual, with the exception of the ear testing, which 
was done this year with the audiometer, under the supervision 
of Miss Eleanor Griffiths, R. N., one of the new Public Health 
Nurses. Parents and guardians have been notified of defects 


| found. 


Free vaccinations are to be given again this year. The usual 
skin-testing for tuberculosis will also be done, with follow-ups of 


X-rays for those found to be positive reactors. These X-rays 


are given under the direction of Miss Katherine Gay of the State 
Department of Health, for a small fee by those who can pay. 
This is a very essential piece of work and it is urged that every- 
body take advantage of it. The immunization clinics, held in 
Old Town, were well attended by Bradley people. 

There have been few epidemics to cause any great number of 
absences from school. The parents are still urged, however, to 


| report all communicable diseases; whether a physician nae been 


in attendance or not. 

Sad to relate, our Draft Boards report much tuberculosis, 
syphilis and gonorrhea among the draftees of our county. Much 
has been done to stamp out these terrible scourges, but is is up 


to every one of us to take an active interest in the clinics held 
for fighting these diseases. 


Our milk and water supplies seem to be satisfactory, as evi- 


denced by reports from the State Department of Health and 


Agriculture. 
I wish, at this time, to express my appreciation to all who 
have so kindly assisted in making this year’s work successful.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Bradley: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report of the progress, 
condition, and needs of the schools of the Town of Bradley. - 


The school year 1943-44 opened on September 7, 1943, 
with the following teachers: 

Anna B. Clemons, Principal, grades 6, 7 and 8. 

Alice M. Johnson, grades 4 and 5. 

Marjorie A. Cram, grades 2 and 8. 

Viola E. Rand, sub-primary and grade 1. 


The town of Bradley has been very fortunate in retain- 
ing all of its teachers during a year when so many schools 


have been tormented with constant changes in teacher per- 


sonnel. When a school system loses a teacher now it be- 
comes a very difficult matter to replace that teacher. This 
is especially true where salaries are lower than those paid 
by industry or by other school systems. One factor that 
should be kept in mind when considering salaries is the 
amount that would have to be paid to replace a teacher. It 
would seem to be only fair to those who have been loyal dur- 
ing a period of low salaries to pay them a reasonable salary 
as an inducement for them to stay. Now that Bradley is 
receiving aid from the equalization fund, teachers’ salaries 
can be brought to a reasonable level without any additional 
cost to the taxpayer. 

During the past year the new Elson-Gray reading pro- 
gram was extended to include the third grade. Next year 


~ 
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the program should be continued through to grade six. 


When the war first began, school officials hesitated to pur- 
chase new geography and history books thinking that it 
would be better to wait until new books were available at 
the close of the war. Now that our boys are stationed in 
all corners of the globe, a new interest has developed in the 


study of geography and history and it seems advisable to 


revise our social science curriculum as soon as suitable text- 
books are available. A beginning was made this year with 
the purchase of World Georgraphies for grades seven and 


eight. 
MAINTENANCE 


Because of the difficulty in securing labor last summer, 
the exterior of the schoolhouse received only one coat of 
paint. The paint for a second coat is on hand and the work 
should be done next summer, if possible. With the applica- 
tion of a second coat of paint, the building will be very at- 
tractive and should need only minor Maintenance repairs 
during the next few years. 


Your attention is again called to the unsatisfactory con- 


dition of the heating plant. In the opinion of the man who 
patched the boiler the last time, it will not be possible to re- 
pair itagain. Realizing that the boiler may fail at any time 
but also realizing that we should not replace it now unless 
absolutely necessary, your committee has recommended that 
a balance of sufficient amount be carried in the school ac- 
counts to compensate for an overdraft in the repairs ac- 
count should it become necessary to replace the boiler. Such 
a provision has been made in preparing the school budget 
for the coming year. 

Due to favorable legislation, the town of Bradley re- 
ceived $412.95 more for teaching and census subsidies than 
was received the previous year. In addition to that, the 
town received $115.00 from the Equalization Fund and 
$90.00 from the town of Milford as tuition for the Messier 
children. Next year the town should receive $811.00 from

the Equalization Fund. While the recommended appro- 
priations are $445.00 less than the amount raised for all 
school purposes last year, they are sufficient to carry out 
the program outlined in this report. 

At this time I wish to express my thanks to the teachers, 
pupils, parents, school officials and citizens for the splendid 
way in which they have supported the school program.

School work has gone along about as usual this year, and 
routine physical examinations and inspections have been 
completed. Reports have gone to the homes. Although 
there haven’t been any serious epidemics, there have been 
quite a few absences, due to measles, colds, etc. It is still 
to be lamented that parents and guardians are still rather 
lax, in most cases, about reporting contagious diseases. 


This 
is especially true in times like these, therefore it is hoped 
that those who haven’t already taken advantage of the 
free vaccinations do so this year when they are offered. 


It is also hoped that all those employed in industry will 
go to the X-ray clinic to be held in Old Town April 17, 18 
and 19. We all know that tuberculosis is not to be fooled 
with. Let’s adopt as our motto, “Find it, treat it, conquer 
it.” 


Our country is still waging the war against venereal 
diseases. It cannot be stressed too emphatically that, as 
intelligent citizens, it is up to us to learn all we can about 
them and to do all we can to help stamp out this thing that 
is So sapping the vitality of our youth especially.

A. study of the financial report shows a total balance of 
$1,677.24 in the school find accounts. This balance has 
been built up over a period of years to compensate for an 
overdraft in the repairs account if it became necessary to 
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replace the boiler during the school year. As the state law 
does not permit the transfer of money from the school fund 
accounts to the repairs account, it will be necessary to make 
the adjustment when appropriations are made. It is recom- 
mended that the appropriations for the school fund ac- 
count be reduced by $1,400.00 this year and that an appro- 
priation of $1,200.00 be made for repairs to provide for the 
installation of a new boiler and stoker. This can be done 
now without increasing the total appropriation for all 
school purposes over the figures for last year. 

The old boiler should be replaced during the summer va- 
cation to prevent a forced closing of the school during the 
school year. A new boiler can be purchased now but de- 
liveries are slow; and the order should be placed as soon as 
possible. A stoker will save fuel and provide more uni- 
form heat. It should be installed when the boiler is re- 
placed to avoid the purchase of grates which are not used 
with a stoker but are required for hand firing.

To the School. Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Bradley: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report of the 
progress, condition, and needs of the schools of the Town 
of Bradley. 

The school year 1944-45 opened on Pepleigoe 5, 1944, 
with the following teachers: 


June J. White, Principal, grades 7 and 8. 
Alice M. Johnson, grades 4, 5 and 6. 
Marjorie E. Cram, grades 2 and 38. 

Viola E. Rand, sub-primary and grade 1. 


Miss White is the only newcomer to the teaching staff. 
She received her education at Jonesboro High School, 
Maine School of Commerce, and Washington State Normal 
School. She had three years of successful teaching experi- 
ence before coming to Bradley. Miss White has worked 
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diligently to improve the school program and to thoroughly 
prepare the boys and girls for high school. 


The citizens of Bradley should be proud of the excellent 
records being made by many of the pupils attending high 
school. These records speak well for the elementary 
school background received by these pupils. Every effort 
should be made to encourage pupils to continue their edu- 
cation beyond the elementary school and to discourage the 
tendency on the part of some pupils to terminate their 
education at the end of the eighth grade. At present there 
are eighteen pupils from Bradley attending Old Town High 
School and thirteen pupils attending John Bapst High 
School. 

The school building has been>kept clean and comfortable 
by the janitor, Mrs. Flavia Spencer, whose services are 
much appreciated. The two rooms on the first floor and 
the halls need to be painted but it is practically impossible 
to have the work done because of the shortage of labor. 


FINANCE 


A review of the school report for last year and the 
recommended appropriations for this year will show that 
school finances are in excellent condition. There were no 
overdrafts in any accounts and now it will be possible to 
use the balance in the’ school fund accounts to decrease 
those appropriations by $1,400.00. However, there should 
be an appropriation of $1,200.00 for the repairs account 
to purchase a new boiler and stoker. These items are 


needed now and should -be installed before school opens 


in the fall. 

This year the town received $811.00 from the state 
equalization fund and should receive $1,717.00 from: the 
same fund next December. The increase in equalization 


subsidy is due mainly to the fact that the town raised . 


enough money in two years to place all tuition payments on 
a current basis. While the town may expect to receive 
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some aid in the future from the equalization fund, the 
amount will decrease as appropriations decrease and will 
cease entirely when the school rate for the town falls below 
the average school rate for the state. 


SCHOOL LEGISLATION 


Important legislative proposals affecting public educa- 
tion are before the present Legislature. Every citizen 
should keep informed as to the progress of the various bills 
now under consideration and your representative, Mr. R. 
Leon Williams, should know which bills you favor. 

Passage of the following bills would help the town of 
Bradley by offering more state aid for the support of 
schools: 

1. The MacKinnon Bill, Legislative Document No. 901, 
provides that an additional $110.00 would be paid by the 
state for each teaching position which pays a minimum 
salary of $1,000.00 per year. In addition to the $110.00 
for each teaching position, towns with school rates between 
12 and 26 mills would receive additional subsidy based upon 
the effort made by the town to support its school program. 

2. “An Act Relating to Reimbursement to. Towns for 
- Tuition,” Legislative Document No. 499, would increase 
the maximum reimbursement by the state for high school 
tuition from the present $700.00 to $875.00. While this 
bill increases the amount of reimbursement by 25%, our 
tuition costs have increased over 70% during the ‘past five 
years. A Committee on legislation from school Union 90, 
of which Mr. Walter Spencer is a member, has written to 
our representatives recommending that the amount be in- 
creased to $1,000.00. 


‘MAINTENANCE 


With the purchase of new curtains for the two north 
rooms this year, every room is now equipped with good 
quality double-roller shades. The green shades in the cloak 
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rooms should be replaced next year with single-roller 
shades of the same color as used in the classrooms. 

The school building is now in very good repair. Another 
coat ofi paint should be applied to the exterior of the build- 
ing and to the interior of the two street-floor classrooms as 
soon as labor is available. It-is doubtful if this work can 
or should be done under present conditions. 

A new boiler should be purchased as recommended by 
your committee and it would be advisable to install a stoker 
at the same time. The recommended appropriation for 
repairs provides for both. 7

We reconciled the tax commitment with the assessors 
records with a resulting error between assessment and com- 
mitment in amount of $3.00.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 1945-46 


To the Citizens of Bradley : 


We on the home front, as well as those in the battle lines, 
have had our problems during the past years. 


One of our ever-present type of bug-bear is that of com- 
municable disease, although fortunately there have been no 
serious outbreaks. Many parents have taken it upon them- 
selves to report these diseases, but as a whole we might 
ask ourselves the following questions: 


1. Are we complying with the law by reporting all cases 
of communicable disease to the health officer. 


2. Are we supporting the health officer’s efforts at com- 
municable disease control? 


38. How many cases of communicable disease were re- 
ported in your town in 1945, 


4. Do these figures agree with your impression of the 
actual number of cases? 


We are in luck this year, as there is to be an x-ray clinic 
in this section, sometime in April. Why not take advantage 
of this free chance to be checked up, especially if there are 
any T. B. suspects or contacts in your family? 


Plans are also underway for a diphtheria immunization 
clinic to be held sometime soon. Here is a chance to help 
protect ourselves against another of our dread foes. 


Free vaccinations are to be offered all citizens on or 
about May 1. 


This year, as never before, we are faced with undreamed- 
of problems- housing, unemployment, returning veterans, 


etc. Whether we like it or not, some of our former ways 
of living have changed overnight and we must become re- 
conciled to petty annoyances and inconveniences for a whi'e, 
at least. If we can’t obtain all the meat we desire, for in- 
stance, we may find comfort in the thought that our State _ 
of Maine is one of the 18 that has passed enrichment laws, 
making compulsory the enriching of all white bread and 
family flour. Thus, we are assured that the amount, of thi- 
amine, iron riboflavin and niacin supplied by enrichment 
will cause a great improvement in the American diet. The 
30 daily shares of protein the average man is supposed to 
require may be obtained from various sources (other than 
meat) of: liver sausage, tongue, canned meats, milk, cheese 
eggs, fish, dried peas and beans, peanut butter, cereals, 
bread, macaroni and other wheat and oats products. 


As a town, we seem to be holding up to health standards 
very well. Milk supplies and water supplies come up to 
State Department requirements very satisfactorily. 


Whatever success the year has brought in the health 
work has been due to the splendid cooperation of all with 
whom I have worked, especially the school superintendent 
and teachers.

To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Bradley: 
I herewith submit my seventh annual report of the pro- 
gress, condition, and needs of the schools of the Town of 
Bradley. 


The school year 1945-46 opened on September 4, 1945 
with the following teachers: 
June J. White, Principal, grades 7 and 8 
Doris Wood, grades 4, 5 and 6 
Marjorie A. Cram, grades 2 and 3 
Viola E. Rand, sub-primary and grade 1 


Mrs. Doris Wood is the only new faculty member this 
year. She is a graduate of Farmington State Normal School 
and taught in the Bradley schools from 1930-1938. All of 
the teachers have worked conscientiously to improve the 
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school program and as a result the progress of the pupils 
has been quite satisfactory. 

There is one condition in Bradley which deserves the at- 
tention of all parents. Attendance in the primary rooms 
is very good. The pupils attend regularly and are punctual. 
Attendance in the middle and upper grades is not too reg- 
ular and certainly punctuality is not a virtue of some 
pupils. What is the reason for this change when a child 
reaches the upper grades? One factor may be due to a 
lessening of interest in pupil progress on the part of the 
parent as the child becomes older, thus causing the pupil 
himself to lose interest. Loss of schoo! time by a pupil not 
only makes the work of the teacher more difficult, but it 
handicaps the child and represents an economic loss to the 
community. 


FINANCE 


A study of the financial statement reveals that there is 
a total unexpended balance in the school fund accounts of 
$3,121.44. This increase in the balances is due to several 
factors: 1. The passage by the last legislature of a mini- 
mum salary bill gave Bradley $2,116.32 for teaching 
positions compared with only $760.00 the previous year. 
2. The reimbursement for secondary schoo! tuition was in- 
creased from $700.00 to $875.00. 3. Fifteen students are 
attending John Bapst High School where the tuition rate 
is only $50.00 per year. 4. The town received $1,717.00 
from the equalization fund as compared with $811.00 the 
previous year. All of these conditions have caused the 
creation of a large unexpended balance. , 


Now it is very important that we give careful considera- 
tion to the schoo] appropriations for next year in order to 
safeguard the balances and to insure the continuation of 
assistance from the state equalization fund. This year the 
average of school rates for the state was 18 mills. The 
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rate in Bradley was 19.32 mills. It is estimated that the 
average for the state will be approximately 20 mills next 
year. Multiplying your state valuation of $310,521.00 by 
20 mills gives $6,210.42. Your school committee has 
recommended an appropriation of $6,220.00 for the school 


fund accounts which should be sufficient to keep the town . 


eligible for equalization. It should be remembered that 
a town whose school rate is even a fraction of a mill under 
the average for the state receives no aid from the equaliza- 
tion fund. As Bradley share of equalization will be 
$1,376.00 next year, it would not seem wise to let the school 
rate drop below the average and lose this very welcome 
state aid. 


One thing that we should Keep in mind is that we are de- 
pendent upon a contract carrier to transport the pupils in 
Bradley. If for any reason the cost became prohibitive or 
the company went out of business, the town would have to 
provide some means of transportation. You have the money 
available in the school account balances to purchase a school 
bus but it would not be advisable for the town to own and 
operate a bus while conveyance can be secured at the pres- 
ent rate. 


MAINTENANCE 


A new heating plant was installed during the summer 
at a total cost of $863.00 for a 6 section Mills boiler and 
$385.00 for a Fairbanks-Morse stoker. The new heating 
plant has proven to be very satisfactory. It has been diffi- 
cult to estimate the savings in fuel because of the difficulty 
in securing the proper grade of coal. We know that some 
savings have been made and the temperature of the build- 
ing has been kept uniform. 


This year the exterior of the building should be painted; 
the two rooms on the first floor and the halls should be re- 
decorated; and a flag pole should be provided.

Cash on deposit with the Merrill Trust Company, Ban- 
gor, Maine, was reconciled with the bank certificate. Cash 
on hand at the close of the municipal year, in the amount of 
$245.00, was verified by actual count. All records of cash 
were reconciled as of the date of our examination. 


The 1945 assessment of taxes was found, to be in agree- 
ment with the commitment. We viewed the outstanding tax 
liens and tax deeds held by the town. We further examined 
the transactions in all tax receivables and believe the re- 
serve for uncollectibles to be adequate, 


All individual excise tax receipts for the years 1945 and 
1946, numbers 91 to 135 and 1 to 100 respectively, were 
totaled and proved against the receipts issued by the treas- 
urer with the result that .05 too much was turned in to the 
treasurer. This amount has been set up as a payable due 
the collector. The amount of $310.01 collected in excise 
taxes was credited directly to surplus. 


We did not circularize the accounts receivable or accounts 
payable. We did, however, examine all items making up 
these accounts and believe them to be correctly stated.

_ In attempting to fill the vacancy cae i hie resigna- 
tion of June White last spring, a large number of candi- 

_ dates were interviewed who were uninterested because o 
ie _the low salary offered. Ji ust before School opened how- 
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live at home in Old Town. Although Mr. Howard is a 
certified teacher, he is also an ordained minister, and at 
the end of the first term, he accepted a call to a parish in 
New Hampshire. When Mr. Howard left, we were very 
fortunate in obtaining the services of Mrs. Doris Davis, 
a graduate of Farmington Normal School with several 
years of successful teaching experience. A visit to the 
school will furnish anyone with ample evidence of the fine 
work that Mrs. Davis is doing. 


FINANCE 


A study of the financial statement shows an unexpended 
balance of $2,308.68. Next year, however, a part of this 
balance will be consumed by the increases in the cost of 
education. If the present legislature passes the proposed 
bill to increase the secondary tuition rate from $125 to 
$150 per pupil, our tuition bill will be increased by at least 
$475; and a minimum salary for teachers will mean an 
increase of $800. These bills carry with them increases 
in the amount of state aid given to the town. Just how 
much this will be is not known, but it is hoped that the 
amount of state subsidy for each teaching position will be 
at least $100 more than at present and that the maximum 
state aid for tuition will be raised from $875 to $1000. 

Further study of the financial statement will show that 
we received $1376 from the state equalization fund, and it 
~ must be remembered that in order to qualify for equaliza- 
tion next year, the town must maintain a tax rate of 20 
mills which means that at least $6,210.42 must be raised 
this year for the support of schools. 


MAINTENANCE 
Plans were made to paint the building during the sum- 


mer, but no bids were submitted. When we finally got bids 
for painting the interior of the building, they were over 
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$400 and one was $638. In consideration of these figures, 

it was decided to hire painters by the hour. After the - 
painting had started, we found that two coats were re- 
quired instead of the one coat that was originally planned. 
In spite of this, however, the rooms, corridors and toilets 
on the street floor were completely redecorated at a total 
cost of $3876.50. Next summer, it is hoped that we can get 
the exterior of the building painted.

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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


March 18, 1947 


Board of Selectmen 
Bradley 
Maine 


Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the terms of our engagement, we 
have made an examination of the balance sheet of the Town 
of Bradley, Maine, as at March 4, 1947. Our audit has 
embraced the verification of the assets and liabilities of 
the Municipality and an analytical review, by test, of the 
departmental expense and income records, transactions and 
supporting evidence, to the extent necessary, in view of the 
system of internal control; however, we did not make a 
detailed audit of departmental expense and income trans- 
action. 

Scope of Audit 

Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been reconciled 
with certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. 
Cash on hand, totaling $3.00, at the close of the year, was 
verified as having been deposited on March 10, 1947. All 
cash recorded as received and disbursed has been reconciled 
to the date of our examination. 

We have proved the assessment of 1946 taxes, and com- 
pared the amounts, in detail, to the list committed to the 
collector, revealing an overcommitment in the amount of 
$2.00. This amount, together with other overcollections, 
has been considered as accounts payable, due the tax 
payers. It was necessary to make a detailed examination 
of the collector’s accounts, revealing minor errors as re- 
flected in accounts receivable and payable. We have re- 
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conciled collections of other years, to detailed control. A 
reserve for possible loss in outstanding balances of prior 
years, is considered adequate. 

We have examined all tax liens for 1945 taxes and recon- 
ciled outstanding balances of all years, to detail control. 
Tax deed balances have not changed during the year. 

We have made direct examination of the transactions 
creating accounts receivable all of which are due to minor 
errors. | 

Accounts payable are overcollection of 1946 taxes, and 
an unpaid balance of $.05 from prior years accounts. 

We have examined the records of amounts withheld 
from employees for Federal Income Tax and Teachers’ 
Benefits; the latter being paid in full at the close of the 
year, and the liability for Federal Income Tax represent- 
ing amounts withheld subsequent to January 1, 1947. 

We have examined all investments of trust funds and 
hold certificate from The Merrill Trust Co, for the amount 
on time deposit. Expendable income in the F. A. Powers 
Fund, as segregated in a special checking account, has been 
reconciled with certificate furnished by the Eastern Trust 
and Banking Company. 


Comments 


We have examined, in detail, all transactions in depart- 
mental accounts for thé months of February and October, 
1946 and found checks issued in payment of payrolls and 
other vouchers to be substantiated.; We further test 
checked items of income and expense for the other ten 
months; traced all items of cash, recored as received and 
paid, to the general ledger. 

We have added excise receipts pombe 101 to 156 in- 
clusive for 1946 and numbers 1 to 96 inclusive for 1947 
and found the total to be in agreement with the receipts 
as issued by the treasurer. All collections have been 
credited to the surplus account. 
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Departmental balances forward are for highways and 
education. During the year, one year’s state allotment 
Was received on 1941 state aid construction, and over- 
drawn at that time in anticipation of subsequent years 
allotment. The appropriation from surplus for the Bullen 
Bridge, which will be constructed from joint funds, has 
not been lapsed. 

Analysis of the surplus account reflects a loss for the 
year of only $461.11, despite an appropriation from this 
account of $2,645.50 for bridge construction. Unexpended 
balances exceeded overdrafts by $1,532.34.

Unit came to Old Town and x-rayed 400 patients. 


Many patients are seen regularly at the Bureau of Health 
Pediatric Clinic and the Crippled Children’s Clinic, for the 
purpose of diagnosis and consultation. Patients referred 
to these clinics by the local physicians are examined by 
the Pediatrician or Orthopedic Consultant, Dental Consul- 
tant, Nutritionist, Speech Consultant,and Medical Social 
Worker. The nurse makes follow-up visits in the homes 
and the school to help parents carry out recommendations 
made at the clinics. This year recommendations and treat- 
ments have been varied and have included such major op- 
erations as plastic surgery on a five-year-old child for con- 
tracture following burns; orthopedic operations on the 
spine and feet of a two-year-old child. X-ray studies of the 
intestinal tract of a school child have also been made, and 
instructions in diet for juvenile obesity have been given. 


Service from many sources has been rendered ‘in Old 
Town. The Anti-Tuberculosis Association provides x-rays, 


milk or other necessities for the tuberculosis patients and 


contacts, when the situation warrants such. 


The Neeburban Club has been most willing in assisting 
with the purchase of glasses for needy children and also 


‘with ear treatments for one school child. The Kiwanis 


Club gave a very generous sum to be used for corrective 
work in the Dental Program. 


The Penobscot Association for the Blind has been most 


; helpful and the worker has made several appointments for 


Old Town and Milford patients, has given transportation 
to and from Bangor, supplied glasses for four patients, and 
eye surgery for one Milford child. 


The Pine Tree Association, Inc. has not only accepted 
many of our local crippled children to its summer camp but 
has recently admitted two of our crippled children to the 
new Hyde Memorial Home.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
accounts of the town of Bradley, Maine, for the year ending 
March 2, 1948. As: part of our audit, we examined and 
tested the accounts and records of the town and reviewed 
the accounting methods in operation; we did not perform 
a detailed audit of all transactions. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and included all procedures which we consis 
necessary in the circumstances. 


We herewith present our report, based upon our exami- 
nation, together with the following exhibits:

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BALANCE SHEET COMMENTS 
GENERAL FUND 


Gash on deposit, in the general fund, has been confirmed 
by certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. All 
cash recorded as being received by the treasurer had been 
deposited at year-end closing. All cash subsequently re- 
corded as received and disbursed has been reconciled to the 
date of our examination. — 


The assessment of 1947 taxes has been proved and com- 
pared to the list as committed to the collector. The warrant 
- for commitment was $.01 less than this list; settlement by 
the collector had been made according to the warrant. Out- 
standing balances were reconciled. with the records of the 
collector; partial verification by correspondence is in pro- 
cess. Tax liens for 1947 were examined; cost were recorded 
as $1.50 for each lien instead of the costs as allowed to be 
charged the taxpayer under Chapter 81, Section 97, of the 
1944 Revised Statutes of Maine, as amended by Chapter 
143 of the Laws of Maine for 1947. Outstanding balances 
which include costs were reconciled to ledger control. Dur- 
ing the year all known outstanding tax deeds were charged 
__ off; a reserve for this possible loss had been set up in prior 

years. . 


- Accounts receivable were determined by direct examina- 
tion of departmental and tax receivable transactions. The 
amount recorded as due. from the town of Greenfield was . 
received subsequent to year-end closing. 


Accounts payable are unsettled over-collection of 1946 
taxes and were shown as such at the beginning of the year. 
In so far as we were able to ascertain, there were no other 
open accounts due at year-end closing. 


The records of amounts withheld from employees were 
examined and the liability as stated is believed to be correct 
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The amount due trust funds is the ministerial and school — 
‘fund and in addition, earnings for cemetery perpetual care 
withdrawn, but not recorded as expended. 


The total surplus has decreased $6,853.33 as the result of 
a change in liabilities carried forward in the departmental 
accounts; the beginning balance of $5,495.23 unexpended, 
becoming an overdraft forward of $995.50 at year-end 
closing, also by a decrease in unencumbered surplus of 
$362.60. Appropriations from this surplus were made at 
special town meetings to the extent of $1,175.00. An an- 
alysis of change in surplus is shown in detail on Exhibit 
D and E. 


TRUST FUND - 


Recourses in the form of security investments have been 
determined by direct examination. Amounts on time de- — 
posit have been confirmed by certificates furnished by the ~ 
depository banks. During the year one change of invest- 
ment was made for the purpose of deriving greater income. 


Trust fund balances, consisting of expendable income 
and principal, have been reconciled with the transactions 
in each individual trusteeship. 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATION COMMENTS 


We did not make a detailed examination of all depart- 
mental transactions; we did however, make a thorough 
test check of warrant expenditures with cancelled checks 
and supporting invoices. All important items including 
salaries of officials, highway payrolls, and expenditures for 
charities have been carefully analyzed. We completely — 
footed cash receipt records and compared the results, in ~ 
detail, with the treasurer’s account and verified the ap- 
propriations levied together with all other records of the 
clerk pertaining to annual and special town meetings. | 


AT 


The overdraft carried forward for State Aid Construc- 
tion, totaling $3,757.47, results in part from the expen- 
diture, during the current year, of anticipated funds. 
Authorization for the use of town funds for this purpose 
was made at a special town meeting. Applicable to this 
overdraft, therefore, will be the appropriation to be voted 
at the 1948 annual town meeting in the sum of $799.50 and 
the receipt of the State allotment of $1,599.00 available 
also in 1948. An overdraft, however, over and above the 
funds available occurred to the extent of $1,358.97. Re- 
covery in full or in part of this additional overdraft from 
future State allotments is neither assured, nor impossible. 
In any event, the economy of construction in one year in- 
stead of by piecemeal methods is a consideration. 


The reduction in unexpended balances forward, is due 
in part to the expenditures on the Bullen Bridge for which 
an appropriation had been made from surplus in 1946, but 
not expended during that year. Lapse to the surplus ac- 
count is a former liability for the unexpended portion of 
previous appropriations for third class highway main- 
tenance; certain laws regarding highway maintenance were 
repealed by the 98rd Legislature. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Excise tax receipts numbered 97 through 155 inclusive 
for 1947 and numbered ‘1 through 83 inclusive for 1948 - 
have been added and the total found to be $1.10 less than 
the receipts as issued by the treasurer. This differenece 
has been proved to be the result of minor errors and the 
difference considered as payable to the collector. 

Outstanding tax receivables extend back to the year 1930. 
Settlements in full have been made during the year in a 
very few individual accounts; partial payments were 
noticeably lacking. In view of the limitation of time in 


which the assessors, for the time being, are empowered to» 
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make ah Aanient « tapes it is recommended that arrange: 
ments be made for settlement in full. ; 


Expenditures for education : as reflected in your ledger ; 
accounts include payrolls through April 4, 1948 in ac- a 
cordance with a custom that, following the close of the 
books, warrants are not issued for the payment of any 
town expense until municipal officers for the succeeding 
year. have been elected and qualified. It is recommended 
that this practice be modified in respect to payrolls and 
such other expenses as become due at regular intervals. q 


In general, departmental expenditures were carefully 
controlled, net overdrafts being only $136.45. The annual ~~ 
appropriation for snow removal continues to be less than a 
the average required.

To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Bradley: 


I herewith submit my third annual report of the 
progress, conditions and needs of the schools of Brad- 
ley: 


Schools opened on September 7, 1948, with the fol- 
lowing teachers: 


Gladys Churchill, Principal, Grades 6-8. 
Grace Procter, Grades 4-6. 

Marjorie Cram, Grades 2-3. 

Viola Rand, Sub-Primary and Grade 1. 


We were fortunate in having no changes in our teach- 
ing staff this year, and the uninterrupted progress 
made by the pupils is evidence of the fine work that is 
being done. 

The school is quite well equipped with modern text- 
books with the exception of the field of social studies. 


bo

In that field, there has been a dearth of material for 


several years. Now, however, fine books are beginning 
to appear. It is hoped that, by the time school opens 
next fall, some new books in social studies may' be ob- 
tained. Elementary science, in Bradley, as in many 
other parts of Maine, has been very much neglected. 
Next fall, we plan to introduce a complete course in 
science. 


Finance 


A study of the financial statement shows a balance 
of $8,414.12 in the secondary school tuition. This is 
somewhat higher than expected for two reasons. In 
the first place, during the last year, five high school 
students dropped out from school, one tranferred, and 
one, whom we expected to attend, did not enter in Sep- 
tember. In the second place, there was no increase in 
tuition at John Bapst. 


For several years, we have carried heavy balances in 
order to qualify ‘for the receipt of funds from the state 
equalization fund. Under the present regulations, it 
will be impossible for Bradley to receive money from 
that fund. It may be interesting to note the method by 
which money is distributed from the equalization fund. 


The cost of maintaining what is called the minimum 
educational program is figured first in the following 
manner: 7 


For Bradley— 


One-half cost of conveyance | $414.00 
Certified teaching positions, 
4 at $1,900.00 4,600.00 
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Cost of secondary tuition | 2,630.00 
Cost of minimum program $10,617.00 


It is assumed that a minimum program for Bradley 
having four teachers would cost $10,617.00. If the 
town is unable to support that program by taxing itself 
at a rate equal to or greater than the average school 
tax rate for the state, money will be allocated from 
the equalization fund. Assuming that the average tax 
rate for the state will be above 20 mills, the town must 
raise proceeds from a 20 mill tax on the state valua- 
tion of the town. This, along with other revenue com- 
ing to the town is deducted from the cost of the mini- 
mum program before any money is received from equal- 
ization. 


The deductions would be as follows: 
Proceeds of 20 mill tax on state valuation 
of $311,000 $6,220.00 
Interest on school fund 49.00 
State school fund allot’nt (1948) 4,392.00 


Total deductions $10,661.00 


It is obvious from these figures that the total of the 
deductions is greater than the cost of maintaining the 
minimum program. Therefore, Bradley can not qual- 
ify for equalization. Your committee has taken this 
fact into consideration in making recommendations for 
appropriations for the year 1949-50. 

Please note that if we had another teacher, she could 
be paid from state equalization. 

Maintenance 

The insulation of the building was started this year, 

and a cap was put on the entire building. Next year, 


we hope to insulate one side and finish equipping the 
_ north side with double windows.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Bradley: 


Report of School Physician and Health Officer, Town of 
Bradley, March 1, 1949 to March 1, 1950. 


After the death of Howard L. Jackson, M. D., our organ- 
ized Visiting Nurse Association, Chairman Stephanie 
Feely, R. N., Leota Moors, R. N., also Alice Reynolds re- 
quested me to help them to carry on the work of Dr. Jack- 
son. It is a state law that all children under twelve years 
must have at the cost to the town or city, preventive medi- 
cation by means of inoculation or vaccination. Inoculation 
means to inject the serum beneath the skin to prevent them 
from having diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus (lock- 
jaw). Vaccination means to lightly scratch off a small area 
of skin and apply the vaccine to prevent smallpox. Inocu- 
lations are to be given three in number, one month apart, 
with the assistance of Stephanie Feely, R. N., Leota Moors, 
R. N., Florence Spencer, R. N., Violet McAuliffe, R. N., 
Ethel McIninch and Alice Reynolds, both in charge of the 
pre-school clinics and Nurses Conference, assisted by local 
talent Irma Soucy, Edith Flanders, Elizabeth Spruce and 
‘ Lena Knapp. 


With the assistance of Mrs. Vaughn A. McCowan, R. N., 
District Nurse, we gave a physical examination to 95 stu- 
dents. Nurse McCowan gave the Audiometer Hearing Test 
to 124 pupils. General health conditions have been excellent, 
chicken pox the prevailing epidemic.

To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Bradley : 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition, 
progress and needs of the schools of Bradley. 

School opened on September 6, 1949 with the following 
teachers: 


Doris Gould, Principal, Grades 6-8 
Nelda Worthley, Grades 4-6 
Marjorie Cram, Grades 2-3 
Viola Rand, Sub-Primary, Grade 1 


Mrs. Churchill resigned last June, and Mrs. Doris Gould 
was elected principal. At the close of the fall -term, Mrs. 
Worthley resigned, and Mrs. Velma Brown, a certified 
teacher with several years of experience, was engaged to 
fill the vacancy. 


Under the present teaching staff, the condition of the 
school and progress of the pupils is very satisfactory. 
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FINANCE 


The financial statement shows favorable balances in all 
accounts. The net balance for all school accounts is slightly 
higher than anticipated due to the fact that the special 
session of the legislature restored the cuts in state sub- 
sidies which had been necessary because the regular ses- 
sion failed to vote the necessary funds to carry out the 
subsidy schedule that is required by law.

From the above table, it is evident that the trend in en- 
rollment is definitely upward. The increase in enrollment 
has produced a crowded condition in the building which 
has already presented some serious problems. If the in-. 
crease continues, the problems will become even more ser- 
ious. If we had another classroom, it would be policy to 
have another teacher, since the state equalization would 
finance an additional teacher. 


MAINTENANCE 


Another side of the building was insulated last summer, 
and there is no doubt now that the insulation will pay for 
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itself through a saving in fuel in a much shorter time than 
was estimated. The double windows for the down-stairs 
room were not purchased because of insufficient funds. The 
increase in enrollment made it necessary to purchase new 
seats. Eight seats for the upper grade rooms were pur- 
chased from Greenfield, and four desks and chair combin- 
ations were bought for the lower grades. The desk and 
chair combinations were paid for when purchased, but the 
money for the seats must come from the 1950-51 appro- 
-priation. 


Next year, it is planned to insulate another side of the 
building, buy four double windows, the purchase of which 
had to be postponed this year, do a minimum amount of 
work on the field south of the building in order to make it 
usable as a playground for the older boys and tar the area 
in front of the building and the gravel strips immediately 
adjacent to the sides of the building. 


I extend my sincere thanks and deep appreciation to the 
parents of the children and to the citizens of the town for 
the splendid support of the school program and for the 
actual assistance which has been given to the teachers in 
carrying out their projects. It is indeed a pleasure to work 
in a community where there is manifested such genuine in- 
terest in the welfare of the children.

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REPORT OF AUDITOR 


March 14, 1950 


Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
general and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Bradley, Maine for the year ending March 1, 1950; we have 
directly examined records of the town clerk affecting ac- 
counting procedure and the administration of the town. 
We did not, however, perform a detailed audit of all trans- 
actions. Our examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly in- 
cluded such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the cir- 
cumstances. | 


BALANCE SHEET COMMENTS 
GENERAL FUND 


Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been reconciled. 
with certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. 
Cash on hand, totaling $3,543.68 was determined to have 
been promptly deposited subsequent to year end closing. 
All cash recorded as received and disbursed was reconciled 
with total bank clearance. 

Accounts receivable are current and originate from pau- 
per supplies furnished unsettled cases and a resident of an- 
other municipality. 
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The assessments for 1949 taxes have been proved and 
the individual assessments compared, in detail, to the list 
committed to the collector. A test check of outstanding bal- 
ances, by correspondence, is in process. 


Copies of excise tax receipts numbered 101 to 204 in- 


_ clusive for 1949, and numbered 1 to 120 inclusive for 1950, 


were added and the total found to be $.01 less than remit- 
tance to the treasurer; the difference was not claimed by 
the collector. The revenue was not found to be specifically 
appropriated by an article and vote at the last annual meet- 
ing and has been lapsed to surplus. It is believed to have 
been the intention of the voters when creating a capital 
reserve, to appropriate excise tax revenue of each subse- 
quent year until the total reached a $5,000.00 maximum. 
Consideration can be given to the statutes creating capital — 
reserves from funds lapsed to surplus in order to carry out 
the original intention. 


Tax liens securing real estate assessments for 1949 have 
been examined, costs have been added to and forms a part 
of the reconciled ledger balances. As herein listed, an ob- 
vious error in cost has been considered as if in the proper 
amount chargeable to the tax payer. 


The investment of capital reserve funds has been verified 
by certificate furnished by the Bangor Savings Bank; in- 
terest accruals have properly been aliowed to accrue and 
form a part of the fund. 


The records of accrued. employee funds have been ex- 
amined and the liability, as stated, is believed to be correct. 


The amount due trust funds is the ministerial and school 
fund and, in addition, $2.16 of cemetery perpetual care 
funds. 


Continuing balances are for purposes of education and, 
in addition, the overdraft for state aid highway construc- 
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tion, the town having the right to request expenditure in 
anticipation of future funds. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The investments of cemetery perpetual care funds have 
been verified by certificate furnished by the Bangor Savings 
Bank. The investment of the F. A. Powers Fund has been 
confirmed with the Eastern Trust and Banking Company 
as agency trustee. Expendable income in this fund on de- 
mand deposit, has been reconciled with certificate furnish- 
ed by the Eastern Trust and Banking Company. Trust fund 
balances consisting of expendable income and principal 
have been reconciled with the transactions in each individ- 
ual trusteeship. 


OPERATING COMMENTS 


We have not made a detailed audit of all transactions we 
did, however, carefully analyze all important items. We have 
test checked invoices in support of warrants issued for ex- 
penditures. All balances for education aYre in reconciliation 
with the records of the superintedent of schools at the end 
of your fiscal year, however, school balances reported by 
the superintendent, if dated subsequent to March Ist, 
should not be considered as a conflict of accounts but be- 
cause of a difference in the number of payrolls included. 
In the departmental operations, it was observed that the 
appropriation for tar on Boynton Street did not have ex- 
penditures charged against it; we have made verification 
with the state highway department in search of unpaid in- 
voices and have made inquiry from the highway supervisor; 
former third class highway mileage now accepted by the 
state as state aid highway consolidated expenditures for 
surfacing into the state aid highway account. The appar- 
ent substantial overdraft in the salary of the superinten- 
dent of schools was found proper and supported by omis- 
sions from payrolls in prior years. 
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The departmental operations of the year resulted in the 
unexpended balances being in excess of the overdrafts to the 
extent of $1,072.23, contributing thereby to the substantial 
operating gain for the year, which however, as reported 
herein includes excise taxes as if unappropriated in the 
sum of $2,191.22. It is suggested that with the present 
available surplus of resources, the ministerial and school 
fund on which the town has been paying interest for a con- 
siderable number of years, be invested, a procedure which 
can be proved to be advantageous to the town. — 


CERTIFICATE 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the fore- 
going, we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accom- 
panying comparative balance sheet, statement of trans- 
actions in departmental accounts, and analysis of change 
in available surplus of resources properly present the fi- 
nancial condition of the town as of March 1, 1950 and the 
results of its operations for the year then ended, in con- 
formity with generally accepted principles of municipal 
accounting.
